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MENLO TAKES FORWARD STEP 


That Menlo Park has at last woke up and intends to take her 
place among the progressive cities on the peninsula is evidenced by the 
fact that employees of the Pacific Gas & Electric Company are placing 
ornamental brackets on the poles on each side of the Highway in the 
business district for a new lighting system, 

There are two things that make a city or town—“GOOD STREET 
LIGHTING AND GOOD STREETS.” Up to this time Menlo Park has 
had neither and the members of the City Council who worked for the 
lights are to be commended for their progressive ideas and civic spirit 
in putting this lighting system over. 

Of course, and as is usual in all cities, there are some who “can’t 
see it,” and are putting up a kick. They are singing the old song, “A 
Waste of Money.” In order to make money, money must be spent. 
Street lights and good streets are the best advertisements a city can 
have. 

The Highway will, without a doubt be widened in time and as 
the Recorder understands the matter the Pacific Gas & Electric Com- 
pany will attend to the moving of the lights back to the curb line and 
placing them on proper standards or poles without cost hence the 
present brackets will not be discarded and there will be no loss to the 
city in money or in any other way. 

The men who are putting in their time as engineers for the State 
Highway Commission and the Pacific Gas & Electric Company, and 
who are in charge of the supervision of the work in installing these 
lights know their business and the people of this city do not need to 
worry about the new lights being money wasted. 

The old lights which have been on the Highway, some twenty or 
more we believe will be placed else where where they will be of the 
most service. 

One of these could well be placed at Oak Grove avenue and the 
railroad which is now a dark and dangerous corner for both pedestrians 
and drivers of cars. 

Another place where a light is particularly needed is at the in- 
tersection of Ravenswood avenue and the railroad crossing. This cross- 
ing is as “Dark as a Dungeon” and a driver of a machine is unable to 
see to any extent what is going at the crossing. A great many times 
freight trains are stopped across Ravenswood avenue and in the dark- 
ness a driver approaching the crossing, even at 15 miles per hour, is 
liable to hit a freight car and pile up. The result People will say 
“Just Too Bad.” Why not put a light there and save a life? One life 
saved in a year will save more than the cost of these two lights many 
times over. 

Another hue and cry is raised because there are a couple of petit- 
ions before the Council for paving streets in Stanford Park. Why howl 
about streets in Stanford Park? If the residents in that district are 
progressive enough to get paved streets let them ‘have them. 

Any street in the city can be paved provided 51 per cent of the 
property owners petition the council to have the work done. It is up 
to the property owners to get the work done not the Council. It is not 
the duty of the Councilmen to circulate the petition but the duty of 
those living on the street to ask for what they want, and now is the 
time to do it. Don’t waste your breath kicking, use it to get your street 
work. 

There is no time like the present to get started. Let’s make 
Menlo Park a good place to live in and then more people will live here, 
and thus help ourselves, our merchants and our city.
